A Unified China 
Would Benefit All 


Beijing has issued a nine-point proposal to Taipei to 
initiate two-party talks for peaceful unification. 二 eaders 
in Taipei denounced the call as propaganda and probably 
will keep on rejecting BeijingS Overtures. 

Although the time for the two sides to negotiate is still 
far offt，we feel that a unifted China will benefit the 
Chinese living on both sides of the Taiwan Stirait, as well 
as the Overseas Chinese， 

From the viewpoint of Chinese Americans， a unified 
China would end the bitterness and division in Chinese 
community groups. Through a central administration,，3 
unifed China could give overseas Chinese better SUPPoOrt 
through diplomatic and other efforts. A_ umniftied China 
would also facilitate family reunion， 

The Communists and Nationalists have been enemies 
for decades. It is unrealistic to assume that they would 
suddenly shake hands and become friends， However， in 
Beijing there has been a leadership change and new 
policies are in the making. We urge the leaders in Taipei 
to _ study the_ option seriously and take appropriate 
StepS. 


Garment Workers: Rights 


The garment industry is notorious for exploitation 
of masses of Workers for the financial benefit of a few 
manufacturers,， Workers_ are .often paid sub-standard 
wages and Work under poor conditions，while their hand- 
iwork is eventually sold in retail stores for a vast profit. 

Past conditions in these Shops have certalinly been 
worse than they are today, but considerable effort is still 
urgently _ needed to protect the labor rights of Workers. 
Speaking little or no English,， these workers -- often igno- 
rant of labor laws-- may work for Sub-standard Wages 
for lack of other emmnployment Opportunities. 

Partial unemployment insurance benefits help these 
WorKkers Survive the seasonal hature of the industry. 
Figured as the difference between the wWages earned 
during a week with insufficient work and the amount 
that would be earned on full unemployment benefits, the 
amount is generally less than $100. 

Undoubtedly there are abuses of patrtial unemployment 
benefits. And in these days of shrinking federal and state 
budgets，such abuse ultiniately detracts _ from funding 
for other needed programs. Actual abuse shopld be PITo- 
secuted, but care is heeded to insure that the alleged abuse 
is real and that the investigations are pIOperly , conducted， 
and do not consist of harassment of garment WOrKkers. 
Moreover， Workers” legitimate Tights to these benefits 
should be cleafly explained, So that they'are not frightened 
from applying for deserved benefits.
